Lonpon, September 18.—Reuter’s telegram 
company has received the following dispatch 
from Alexandrja: The British now occupy 
Kafr-el Dwar. The artillery camp at Ramleh 
has been dissolved and the cavalry brigade 
withdrawn, General Wood will proceed to 
Cairo to-morrow night. It is reported that 
Domictta has surrendered. A dispatch to 
ceuter’s telegram company from Alexandria 
States that when the two trains which went 
to Kafr yesterday afternoon to bring 
here the prisoners of war reached 


place all the soldiers bad disappeared, except 
asmall body which had been left to guard the 
arms and accoutrements. A dispatch from 
Cairo to Reuter’s telegram company says: 
The news from the interior is favorable. It 
is believed that all the towns willtender their 
allegiance to the khedive. The English com- 
mander at the citadel, finding that ‘many 
prisoners were beginning to return there, has 
put the Kgyption comnimander in 
chains. Reuter’s telepram company 
has the following from Alexandria: 
About twenty persons have been arrested in 
Cairo, including Rifant Bey, but several 
prominent rebels aré stiJ] at large. Tlie pris- 
oners will be tried by a court martial. The 
railroad from this city to Cairo has been re 
vaaired, but remains under military control. 

Ihe first train from Cairo will leave here on 
Tuesday with the government officials. The 
rebel prisoners at Kafr-el’-Dwar consisted of 
three successive companies, the foremost two 
only being abandoned. In the town itself 
six thousand fellahs, two regiments of cavalry 
and several horse battalions have been 
disarined, The work of disarming the prison- 
ers is now over and only a few companies of 
English troops remain to guard them. There 
were found in the rebel camp at Iort Islam, 
180 saddle and carriage horses which had 
been looted during the bombardment of Alex- 
andria. The council of ministers is prepar- 
ing a decree disbanding the army. 
Daily News has the following dispatch from 
Alexandria: “Although the enemy aban 
doned theircamp at Wafr-el-Dwar they left 
their guns, horses, tents, ete., in good order 
in charge of a few officers and men. The 
banks of Alexandriajare having the barricades 
that had been put up for their protection re- 
moved,and the bourse ismore animated Gen- 
eral Wood's brigade will proceed to Cairo, The 
general himself leit at noon to-day for Kaf- 
el-Dwar to meet Roubi Pasha, who had ar- 
revived from Cairo with other impertant 
persons. When Roubi Pasha reached Cuiro 
he was given in chargeof the English otlicers, 
Coincident with Roubi Pasha’s arrival num- 
bers of ebel troops from Mariout, Rosetta 
and Aboukir came into Katr-el-Dwar to su- 
render. Two companies of British troops 
have been sent to Damietta.

“The Daily News’ Cairo dispatch says: The 
Household cavalry will be the tirst to leave 
Egypt. Tke homeward movement will begin 
shortly after the military review, which will 
be heid as soon as the khedive arrives here.

Arabi Pasha informed General Lowe that he 
trusted himself to English honor asa soldier 
whose army bad been defeated. General 
Lowe replied that he could not discuss the 
question of war; his only mission was to ar- 
rest him. Arabi considers that M. DeLesseps 
shamefully betrayed the national Egyptian 
arty, who depended upon his assurances that 
as would prevent any landing of troops or 
war inaterial by way of the canal. The Times 
following: Alexandria, September 
17.--The following decree was proposed 
at the countil of ministers to-day, 
and has been signed by the khedive: Article 
i—The Egyptian army is dissolved. Article 
2—-The ofticers guilty of rebellion will be 
prosecuted and punished according to mill- 
tary law. Roza Pasha, minister of the inte- 
rior, states that as restoration of order will be 
impossible unless capital punishment 1s 
awarded to the leaders of the revolt, he shall 
abandon the country if any milder sen- 
tence is passen against them. The total sur- 
render bere consists of 6,000 men, 70 horses, 
15.000 Remington ritles and 50 field guns. A 
dispatch from Alexandria. to the Times 
Says: The  Itaiian Naval Lieutenant 
Paoalucco, who was piaced under 
arrest on Saturday by General Wood, states 
that be joined Arabi Pasha in a moment of 
folly, but he had been in the hospital all the 
time since entering Arabi’sservice. The Daily 
News has the following: ‘‘Alexandria, Sep- 
tember 17.—More than 100 officers and men 
came in here to-day from Aboukir. Many of 
the men carried four oer five rifles bringing 
beside their own those of their comrades who 
had flied. Thearms and horses given up are 
in good condition. Ibraham Bey Tewrfik, for- 
merly governor of Behereb, arrived here to- 
day trom Cairo, where he had been in prison 
several weeks, having been incarcerated 
by order of Arabi Pasha. He reports that 
the Seagasery and Jarraunding country are 
ruined, and that Mansaurat bas been pillaged. 
The Times says the punisoment for the crime 
of rebellion is death, and without vindictive- 
ness it may have been said that never 
was that punishment more richly earned 
than by Arabi Pasha and his chicts.

The 
governor of Port Said sent’ an Arab to the 
rebel commander on Friday, but the mes- 
senger has not returned. The British have oc- 
cupied Tantah. A dispatch to the Exchange 
Telegraph company = trom Alexandria 
reports that one of the participants 
in the June massacres was hanged 
to-day. It is reported that gunboats and 
troops have been ordered to operate against 
Abdallah Pasha. who is still holding Dami- 
eta. The grain service on the railroad be- 
tween Cairo and Alexandria has been re- 
sumed. All the stations will be occupied by 
the English. The Caleutta Indian govern- 
ment announces the issue of a loan of twenty- 
five million rupes to meet the expenses of 
the Indian contingent in Egypt. 


HOW IT IS VIEWED IN ENGLAND, 


Wolseley’s Claim te a Peernage—The Disposition of 
the Egyptian l’roblem. 

LonvoN, September 15.—The nation calmly 
accepts the brilliant military exp .oits of the 
week. There are no iliuminations or public 
demonstrations, and except the queen’s con- 
gratulatory message to the khedive, the news- 
papers alone reflect the national pride over 
the eventsin Egypt. None the less is there 
much rejoicing at General Wolseley’s mar- 
velous success. The country is deeply grate- 
ful, and will not withhold its rewards from 
the army. Already we hear of a subscription 
for a sword of honor for Gen- 
eral Wolseley, and there are few who 
do not admit that he has well earned a_peer- 
age. SirGarnet Wolseley’s declaration that 
the war is over was slightly premature. Da- 
mietta, where one of the three original 
colonels most deeply compromised, is in com- 
mand, refuses to surrender, The§difticulty is 
only temporary, as the British garrison at 
Alexundria will seon be at liberty. Other- 
wise the surrender is universal. . 

Most of the rebe: leaders are in the hands 
of the English; the others are actively pur- 
sued, Public opinion here,is divided as to 
their fate. The charge of military insubordi- 
nation will probably be got rid of, since the 
rebels acted with the sanction of the caliph; 
but for those concerned at Alexandria the 
severest punishment will bedemanded. Ara-

heand the other leaders must be 
lmaged, If he escapes the rope he will prob- 
ably be banished, and the army will be dis- 
banded and replaced by a gendarmerie. 

The khedive shortly resumes the alfauirs of 
government at Cairo. The ultimate fate of 
Kgyot excites keen discussion here and 
abroad. The strongest feeling prevails in 
England that what has been so gallantly won 
by the sword must not be whittled away by 
diplomacy, and Mr. Gladstone will havea 
difficult task to reconcile the wishes of the 
country with the demands of Europe. Few 
people sympathize with the annexation cry, 
but the disposition is to secure the next best 
terns, 

Schemes of a settlement are numerous, and 
there is much floundering in the business. 
One ofthe most farseeing, as it appeurs, 1s 
that of The Spectator, which advocates the 
transfer of the porte’s suzeranity to England, 
or, as an alternative, the -wardenship of the 
Suez canal, with the right of ygarrisoning 
Port Said, Camailia and Suez. Mr. Gladstone 
is hampered by the protocol of disinterested 
ness. The Paii Mall Gazette says that his 
policy will be, not one of absorption, but the 
establishment of Egypt as an Oriental Bel 
gium. That this will satisfy the English 
people is very problematical. 

In the conference the main difficulty prom- 
ises to be with Russia, who will try to retort 
with the game successfully played by Lord 
Beaconstield in Berlin. The military conven- 
tion with Turkey is astanding joke and the 
report of any proposal to sign the document 
is never heard without laughter. It is now 
attirmed—being the greatest joke of all—that 
is to be modified to suit the altered circum- 
stances, F 

Wolseley will certdinly get a peerage, if he 
eares to take it, and a pension for life, 
for what has really been a walk over 
the course, thus confirming his claims to be 
considered the luckiest general alive. The 
praises now lavished upon him are not voiced 
only by ‘‘the Woisely ring,’’ but by the pub- 
he at large—and they are exuberant enough 
tohave tried the modesty of the great soi- 
diers of Gettysburg and Vicksburg, Gravelotte 
and Sedan.

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THE PLAGUE SPOTS. 


THE EPIDEMIC IN BROWNSVILLE 
AND PENSACOLA. & 


Ninety-Four Deaths in Brownsville and Nineteen in 
Pensac la up to Date—Spread of the Disease in 
Mexico—Nine New Cases of Small-Pox 
Reported From Paterson, N. J. 


WaAsHINGTON, September 18.—The following 
isasummary of the progress of the yellow 
fever at Brownsville during the week ending 
September 16, 1882, furnished by the surgeon 
general of the Marine hospital service, com- 
piled from the official reports: September 10, 
58 cases,no deaths; September 11, 47 cases, 
1 death; September 12, 31 cases, 3 deaths; 
September 13, 32 cases, no deaths; September 
14, 24 cases, no deaths; September 15, 18 cases, 
2 deaths; September 16, 22 cases, no deaths 
Totalp252 cases, 6 deaths. Previously report- 
ed, 1,538 cases, 88 deaths. Total, to include 
September 16, 1,771 cases, 94 deaths. Owing 
to the increase of the disease in Mexico, 
it having appeared in_ several towns 
along the Rio Grande, the contemplated 
removal of the upper cordon, extending from 
Laredo to Corpus Christi, was not made, and 
auditional guards have been stationed at the 
river crossi’ gs opposite the infected districts 
to prevent ts further introduction into Texas. 
Guards have also been placed around an in- 
fected camp of retugees forty miles 
south of Corpus Christi un the Browns- 
ville road. Otficial dispatches from Texas 
indicate that the disease has spent its force at 
Brownsville and is still confined within the 
lower cordon and the refugees camp above re- 
ferred to south of Corpus Christi. Official re- 
ports from Pensacola have been 
received by the surgeon general includ- 
ing September 12th, as follows; August 28, 9 
cases, | death; Augusv 29, 2 cases, no death; 
August 30,3 cases, 1 death; August 31, 4 
cases, no death; September 1,1 case, 2 deaths; 
September 2, nu case, 1 death; September 3, 
no case, no death; September 4.1 case, 2 
deaths; September 5, 1 case, no death; Sep- 
tember 6, no case, 1 death; September 7, 1 
cases, no death; September 8, 12 cases, 
deaths; September 9, 16 cases, 2 deaths; Sep- 
tember 10, 10 cases, 2 deaths; September 11, 
20 cases, 3 deaths; September 12, 22 cases, ” 
deaths; total during epidemic 114; total 
deaths 19. No means have been adupted by 
the treasury department for the suppression 
of the epidemic in Florida. 

PENSACOLA, September 18.—Only ten new 
vases and no deaths have been reported for 
Sunday. Among the new cases are Deputy 
Sheriff McIntyre and Mr. Wisneat, merchant, 
whose wife is very ill. There is a feeling of 
encouragement. 

(;ALVESTON, September 18.—The News's 
Matamoras special says: during the twenty 
four hours to 9 a.m. Sunday, there-were three 
deaths, all of yellow fever. ‘The fever de- 
creases very slowly. Much sickness is report- 
edlatthe ranches and other towns. There 
were forty cases of fever and five deaths at 
Mier. ‘The Brownsville rehet conimiuttee 
gave aid to 1,759 persons. There are sixteen 
cases in the hospital and nine in the garrison. 
At Point Isabel ,there were eight new cases 
and one death. Communication with the 
cemetery has to be made in boats.

NorFo_k, Va., September 18.—The report 
that some of Mahone’s leaders have declared 
that the coaliuionists propose to carry this dis:

Itis claimed that one of Mahong’s 
colored henchmen has declared that if they 
cannot elect Libby, their candidate, they 
will count him in.

THE TRAGEDY OF THE ARCTIC. 


Inaanity ef Lieutenant Melville’s W ife—Lieucenant 
Danenhower’s Explanation. 
PHILADELPHIA, September 18.—Mrs. Mel- 
ville, wite of Evgineer Melville, of the Jean- 
nette Arctic expedition, was seized with de- 
lirium last night at the close of the demon- 
stration at the home of the family. It is said 
she had been suffering prostration previous 
to his arrival. Excitement of mind appeared 
when her husband was out of her presence. 
Melville left the house the same night with 
friends and has not returned. To-day Dr. 
W. Fisher Longstreet and Dr. Bartleson were 
called in attendance, and having held a con- 
sultation, they determined to hold another 
examination with a view of placing 
Mrs. Melville where she may be 
permanently restored to health. To-day they 
gave x certificate of insanity in the case, 
and the unfortunate lady has been placed in 
the Morristown insane asylum. Her children 
accompanied her to the asylum and then re- 
turned home. Chief Engineer Melville has 
telegraphed for his sister in New York, who 
will hereafter take care of his home and his 
children. ‘These events have interrupted the 
preparations for the grand reception in Wash- 
ington to Melville and his companiun. 
DANENHOWER'S EXPLANATION. 
* WASHINGTON, September 18.—Lieutenant 
Danenhower issues the following card: “My 
attention has been drawn to several items and 
comments referring to an alleged trouble be- 
tween Chief Engineer George .v. Melville 
and myself. The latest one is in the Wash- 
ington Star of last evening, copied from a 
New York paper, and is the first that takes 
definite shape, stating under the title, ‘Mel- 
ville vs; Danenhower—the alleged charge of 
Lieutenant Danenhower,’ that if he (Mel- 
ville) had not turned back from the first search 
for Captain DeLong and his companions they 
might have been saved. The above alleged 
charge bas never been made by me. In the 
first place, the facts would not admit 
ot such a charge, for when 
Melville turned back the  captain’s 
party had been dead at least fitteen days. In 
the second place, I would never make such a 
charge except to the. proper official authori- 
ties. I have always avoided adverse crit- 
cisms of my late commander, and will 
simply refer to what I said when confronted 
by haifascore of journalists on beard the 
‘ Celtic’? on my arrival at New York, and pub- 
fished in the New York Heraid, May 29, 1882, 
finder the caption, ‘"the Vindication of Mel- 
ville.” This was caused by my learning that 
he had been hastily and unfairly criticised 
previons to my return. I have made no 
charge against any one. My personal rela- 
tions with Melville have been of a very 
pleasant character.”’

It says the progress of 
the order during the year 1881 has been in 
eyery particular highly gratifying. Tbe mem- 
bership, notwithstanding heavy losses by 
death and supension, has been largely in- 
creased. Lodges have been multiplied, bene- 
factions have been augmented, and the means 
ofdischarging our duty to the sick and aftlict 
ed have advanced and kept pace with the 
wrowing demands upon the order, and it is 
stronger and better to-day than in any former 
period of its history. The returns for 138] 
show the condition of the order to be as fol- 
lows: Grand lodges, 50; subordinate lodges, 
7,308, increase 136; grand encampments 1839, 
decrease 18; lodge initiations 46,560, increase 
+,016; lodge members 475,948, increase 19,000; 
encampment members, 80,645, increase 1, .45; 
total relief, $1,831,171.38; increase, $13,519,16; 
total revenue; $48,548,77.17; increase, $2,- 
860.30. Reviewing the condition of the ju- 
risdiction in foreign countries, the report 
says the general outlook is favorable, al- 
though in some quarters the order is stag- 
nant owing to causes which at present cannot 
be controlled. In Australia the order is 
highly prosperous. In Chili the outlook is 
encouraging. In Denmark and Germany,the 
lodges are in good condition and prospering 
as well as could reasonably be expected. In 
Switzerland little progress has been made, and 
in the Netheriands the outlook is not 
assuving. In the Sandwich Islands’ the 
order is prosperous, and lodges have been 
established in the city of Mexico. 
[The report of Grand Secretary Ross was 
submitted and referred. Also the report of 
Grand Treasurer Vansant. The latter indi- 
cates a healthy financial condition, and re- 
commends that in view of the low rate of in- 
terests and the high premium of United States 
bonds, the- present restriction of the invest- 
ment funds of the organization to that class of 
securities be relaxed. Petitions for charters 
and subordinate lodges were presented and 
referred. Among thema petition from the 
grand lodge of Denmark to withdraw from 
the grand lodge of Germany, and be placed in 
jurisdiction with the grand lodge.

IN GEORGIAN BAY. 


A Lake Steamer Sinks and Drowns One Hundred 
People. 

CoLLINGOOD, ONT., September 18. — The 
steamer Asia, of the great Northern line, left 
here on Wednesday last for French river and 
Sault St. Marie with avout one hundred per- 
sons on board. On Saturday reports came 
from Omen sound that wreckage had ‘been 
picked up off Limestone islands, bearing the 
brand, “Steamer Asia.’’ Later in the day 
an Indian canoe brought to Parry sound D. A. 
Tinkis and Miss Christiana Morrisou, of Omen 
sound, supposed to be the only survivors. 
They_gave a graphic account of the terrible 


Misuster which overwhelmed them on Thurs- 


day morning. The weather became 
rough about midnight on Wed- 
nesday, and grew worse until 11 on Thursday 
morning, when a heavy sea struck the vessel. 
She fell over into the trougn of the sea and 
refused to obey the helm, and in twenty min- 
utes went down under steam with engines 
working. Three boats got off from the ves- 
sel butall were overloaded and swamped. 
Tenkis swam from one boat to-another, and 
finally remained in one which was righted 
and contained eighteen people. These were 
washed overboard one by one until only 
seven remained. Of these five died in the 
boat before it was washed on the beach at 
Point Aubarrie, thirty-five miles from Parry 
Sound on Friday morning. Tinkis found an 
Indian and engaged him to take Miss Morri- 
son and himself to Parry Svuund. Both are 
suffering from exposure but are in no danger 
to life.

CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., September 18.—-About 
dark this evening a report was circulated im 
the city that the murderers of Sheriff Cate 
and Deputy Conway had been captured and 
would refch the city at 10:30 p.m _ A large 
crowd of men gathered at the depot, and 3 
was reported that the train had stopped at 
the outskirts of the city, and that the mur- 
derers had been secretly conveyed to the jail. 
The city was wild with excitement and men 
gathered from all directions. The fire bells 
were rung and the whole populace was on 
the streets. At 11:30 p.m. a mob broke into 


the jail, and a committee of five searched 
every celland found the report to be false. 
The city at midnight is greatly excited, but 
the mob is dispersing? Guvernor Hawkins 
to-wight increased his reward trom $5,000 to 
$15,000; $16,500 is now offered for their cap- 
ture. 
THE SEARCH FOR THEIR CAPTURE. 

“Special Correspondence of The Constitution. 

CHATTANOOGA, September 18.—The excite- 
ment in this city and throughout East Ten- 
nessee, as Well as in some of the border Geor- 
gia counties, continues unabated. From all 
sections come reports of bands organizing for 
{he pursuit of -the fugitives, whose move- 
ments are closely watched. Nearly every 
neighborhood has its vigilance squad; rumors 
of mysterious trafelers are rife, and strangers 
who @annot render a satisfuetory account of 
themselves are closely scanned. The arrivals 
atthe country stations along the different 
iines of railway come in for a gooddeal of sus- 
picion, as the impression prevails that the 
Taylors will seek to make their exit from the 
country by rail, Cne rumor during the last 
few hours had ic that one of the murderers 
had boarded an Atlanta bound Western and 
Atlantic train, but in answer toan intercept- 
ing telegram, the rumor was found to have 
no foundation. 

The Times, of this city, had information 
that the murderers were seen at Sunbright, 
some thirty miles above Roekwood. While 
this information could not be verified, yet 
averything points to the probability that the 
murderers are in retreat not far from this lo- 
cality. Itis a familiar haunt to the Taylors, 
i@ the most direct place to which it is proba- 
ble they could have went. It is eertain that 
the desperadoes cannot be making much 
headway in getttng out of the country, be- 
cause John Taylor was much emaciated by 
his long confinement, being further weakened 
by the wound received during the bloody 
proceedings connected with his release. 

Deputy Sheriff Springfield, who is in Rath 
burn, has ordered six guns sent him by ex- 
press, which fact leads to the supposition that 
the people of that place are organizing a posse. 
The whole country is in arms, and the deter- 
mination exists that this shall be the last 
time such a crime will ever be committed in 
this state. The people feel that their good 
name and reputation is on trial, as well as that 
condign punishment must be meted out to 
such flagrant violators of law in the interest 
of domestic peace and quiet.

HOW THE GOLD DIGGINGS ARE 
GETTING ALONG. 


Something About the Great Auriferous Belt Called 
Pigeon Roost—Its Width, Thickness, Geolog- 
icai Structure and Leading Characteris- 
tics— Big Nuggets, Ete., Ec. 


From the Dahlo..ega, Ga., Mountain Signal. 

The Pigeon roost belt is one of the im- 
portant divisions of the great auriferous belts 
that runs northeast and southwest through 
northeast Georgia. The first quartz mining 
ever done in Lumpkin county was on this 
belt. It varysin width from 100 to 400 ‘eet 
and is of soft talco slate, containing quartz 
veins of various sizes, and qf two characters, 
viz: segregated and stratified; the latter be- 
ing the most general. The leading character 
of veins in this belt are small, but very nu- 
merous and. generally superior to those of 
larger size; but occasionally one of great 
thickness is very rich in gold, e. g. the eight 
foot vein at the Ivey consolidated, was so rich 
that nuggets weighing from five to thirteen 
dwts. were found before the erection of their 
mill, and since that time large burdens of ore 
have been discovered which contained gold 
in abundance. 

This lead might properly be termed one 
massive vein, as the whole taken together 
contains gold enough to pay handsome sums 
to every in: lividual and company that is now 
operating on it. Further evidence why it 
might be,termed one lode is gthat it is truly a 
large « ollection of quartz veins, the majority

Confederate Bonds Booming Again, 
New Orleans Times-Democrat. 

The old confederate bond boom has started again 
in New York on orders from abroad, All will re- 
member how, abouta yeur ago, confederate bonds 
rapidly advanced in price here without any one 
being able to give the slightest reason for this rise. 
It was finally declared that this movement was 
based on the discovery of large sums of money in 
the Bank of England and in other foreign banks to 
the credit ef the late confederacy, whieh fund was 
to be reclaimed and divided among the uolders of 
confederate bonds. Om this explanation the craze 
grew strong: revery day, and bonds continued to 
increase in value until some one, who took the 
trouble to investigat» the matter, found that tnere 
was not the least foundation in this story of the 
confederate funds abroad and a coliapse accord- 
ingly took place in this little boom For neariy a 
year the confederate bond sp@Pulatfon has laid dor- 
mant but now again itis acquiring new life and 
vitality. ‘This time the old dudge of the confeder- 
ate treasure in Europe is not being used to bolster 
it up, butitis asserted that foreign Capitalists are 
absorbing the bonds and will make the employ- 
ment of new capital in the southern states condi 
tional on the states taking cure of them. ‘‘The 
methods by which this is to be done is a_ secret,’ 
Says the New York corresponde nt of the Cincinnati 
Gazette, who is trying tofan this boom iuto life. It 
is, indeed, a mysterious secret which we scarcely 
think will ever be sulved. Most of our people got 
rid of their confederate bonds at the last rise; if 
any are left they might advantageously be Umjoad- 
ed on the present one.
